The state ot 'Wisconsin is not to be rep- 


resented officially at the inauguration of 
President. Coolidge March 4th. Gover- 
nor Blaine has sent his "regrets'" in reply 
to"-an inritation to attend the ceremony. 
It is said that he is the only governor in 
the United States who has committed this 
affront, for such it evidently is intended 
to he, to the chief magistrate of the nation. 


Tho American people elected last No— 


Teraber as their next president Calvin 
Coolidge, a Republican. His jurisdiction 
as president vdll extend over the state ,of 
[Wisconsin. 
He is the president-elect of 


the entire country. The office of presiden- 
cy is something apart from party and poli- 
tics. It is the executive head of the re- 
public. 
It personifies, and in authority 


represents, the United States of America. 
It is every person's obligation to respect 
the presidency and its place and "what it 
typifies in the scheme of our government. 
Every governor is in duty bound to the 
same fealty to the president, regardless of 
his politic"* or of Use party to which the 
president happens to belong. 


._, Apparently Governor Blaine does not 


take this view. Not being a Republican, 
and holding nothing but rancor for that 
party, he measures his estimate of men 
in public life, including the president, by 
the party test. 
Because he dislikes the 


Republican party he dislikes Mr. Coolidge. 
He cannot make a distinction between the 
president of the United States and the 
head of the Republican ticket in the last 
election. He considers the assuaging of 
his personal feelings and grievances para- 
mount to paying respect to the president. 


.This seems to be one of the distinctive 


characteristics of the Super-Progressives— 
this outfit which denounces what is in 
America as wrong, and which can see no 
good in men or institutions other than 
themselves and what they advocate. Com- 
plaining loudly of intolerance, they are 
the most intolerant of all. Democrats are 
not that way. They are as faithful and 
loyal to a. Republican as president as the 
Republicans themselves. They make no 
distinction of party when it comes to. up- 
holding the dignity of American govern- 


. ment and its institutions.

Its information about 


Europe in the diplomatic and political 
sense is limited and generally prejudiced. 
But of late years it has become the fash- 
ion at Washington for the house and the 
senate to dip their oars into foreign nf> 
fairs at every opportunity, and in somo 
instances to actually^ attempt to control 
the policies of the president in this field. 
The work of tie senate foreign relations 
committee has been pronouncedly of this 
nature, and so has senatorial leadership. 


The conduct of foreign affairs in the be- 


ginning and the end resides in the presi- 
dent of the United States, and nowhere 
else. He will call the disarmament confer- 
ence when the time is opportune. Noth- 
ing the house or senate can do or say 
will help in the mattei-. It is. therefore, 
presumptuous for the house to instruct the 
president what he ought to do. The house 
should keep its hands out of foreign af- 
fairs, and the senate as well, until they aro 
properly placed before the latter by the 
president- It would bo to better purpose 
for the house to express its sense that the 
senate ought to ratify the proposal for 
American adherence to the world court, 
and for the senate to comply. 


LET'S HAVE THE STATE PAYROLL 


The proposal in the legislature to give 


the people of Wisconsin full information 
about the state's payroll is timely. A res- 
olution was offered to authorize the print- 
ing in the Blue Book of the name, posi- 
tion and salary of every employe of the 
state. 
This could not bp done the com- 


ing year for the reason that the contract 
for the Blue Book has been let in accord- 
ance with law and cannot, it is said, be 
changed. The information can, however, 
be furnished in a supplement to the Blue 
Book, provided an appropriation is made 
to cover the expense. 


The people ought to know how their 


money is spent for public service. They 
have no means of knowing at present. All 
they are aware of is that there are thou- 
sands of men and women on the state pay- 
roll, but they do not know exactly how 
many nor how much or what they are paid 
for. 
One of the charges of extravagance 


against state government is that an army 
of paid employes is maintained at public 
expense much larger than is necessary. 
Wo think the charge is true. 
We think 


there are hundreds of^employes, partic- 
ularly in the nature of inspectors, com- 
missioners, clerical help, etc., that could 
be dispensed with without sacrifice to pub- 
lic interests, and to the substantial econ- 
omy of the public treasury. 


We have gone over a period of many 


years creating boards, commissions, ct 
cetera, at the instance of reformers, poli- 
ticians and job hunters, until we do not 
know where we are at. 
Many of these 


proposals have been adopted without any 
real consideration.of their merits, either 
to serve a political end or some social the- 
ory that has never been tried out. It is 
time we took stock of this machinery and 
renovated it. 
This can only be done by 


specific knowledge of the machinery it- 
self. Publication of the payroll should be 
made, regardless of what it costs. In the 
end it ought to result in saving a much 
larger sum to the taxpayers than the ex- 
pense involved. 
If 
the legislature is 


disposed to consider this matter in good 
faith, it will authorize publication of I IIP 
list with an appropriation to defray th': 
cost.

uation in all desert movies—the cap- 
ture of a white girl by decert people 
because a sheik is in love with her and 
wants her for his harem—Is absurd If 
not next to impossible because sheiks 
do 
noti admire white women 
but 


thintf them homely.- But without that 
situation there would be no sheik lit- 
erature. 
WONT BELIEVE REAL THING 
The term " sheik literature" may be 


applied to a large number of other 
kinds of literature than desert stories. 
In literature as In life there Is a con- 
stant tendency to the formation of 
conventions which most people accept 
as the real thing. After a tims they 
come so convinced hat the conven- 
tional ideas or plots or situations are 
the real that when the real is present- 
ed to them they not only do not recog- 
nizo it Tor genuine but declare it phnd- 
dy because it does not agree with the 
conventional. 


There is the literary 
convention 


for instance that a wronged person 
in a novel must before the end of the 
book forgive the enemies who have 
wronged him and have spoiled his life 
—the kind of thing that IR illustrated 


by "The Count of Monte Cristo." It 
has become so much of a literary con- 
vention that anyone who should tell 
the truth about such a situation and 
should describe what often happens in 
real life in such a case would be ac- 
cused of writing stuff that was not 
true to life. 
' 


APPLIES TO INTUITION 


And there is th^ literary convention 


about woman's Intuition. No novelist 
who values his reputation for knowing 
something about life would dare to 
portray a man character with great 
intuition as contrasted with a woman 
character has little, of it. There is a 
convention that woman haj5 a corner 
on Intuition and that she Invariably 
makes short cuts to a 
given 
goal 


through her mysterious powers of in- 
tuition to which a man travels by a 
long round-about road. So far as I 
know Arnold Bennett is the only nov- 
elist of note who has had the courage 
to call this convention largely bosh. A 
close examination of real people re- 
veals the fact that often men have 
great powers of intuition and some-

ed, the average person used to tlv'nk 
of the automobile through association 
of ideas. Recently radio has been ad- 
ded to the association. But storage 
batteries piay a far greater part in 
th© nation's life than furnishing the 
electrical energy for the operation of 
automobiles and radio sets. 


Away from 
metropolitan 
centers 


where 
the 
population 
is 
not 


dense enough to' support an organiza- 
tion to furnish light and power, the 
storage battery plays a major role. 
When the farmer rings up his neigh- 
bor to ask for the loan of a hay rake, 
the chances are that storage batteries 
furnished the electrical impulse that 
carried his voice over te wire. 


When your Pullman berth is made 


up and you retire to read before fal- 
ling asleep, as your fast express goes 
tearing across the landscape, storage 
batteries furnish the light for your 
reading. Every car in the train has 
its plant of batteries 
for lighting. 


These ar& subject to charge and dis- 
charge just as an automobile battery 
Is. Charging- takes place when the 
car is moving. 


Due to the electro-chemical charac- 


teristics of the materials used in build- 
ing storage batteries, It is possible to 
build them for almost any electrical 
purpose If it -were practical, storage 
batteries could be used to light the 
country's big cities. In fact so called 
"stand by'1 batteries are equipment 
in electric light plants in all large ci- 
ties to help carry "peak load."" and 
:n case of breakdowns. These batter- 
ies are good for several hours use. 
They could be built to drive the giant 
electrical presses that print the big 
•metropolitan dailies, or to drive tho 
pumps that supply the water to cities, 
but from an engineering standpoint, 
other power sources axe better. 


There are remote instances where 


the Willard Storage Battery Company 
has provided storage batteries for pur- 
poses almost identical with the far 
fetched cases mentioned. The power 
plant in a Pennsylvania toivn broke 
down recently and the local Willard 
dealers bad batteries enough to fur- 
nish power to two newspapers to print 
their editions on time.

"dude" ranches and farms everywhere 
are illuminated by storage batteries. 
Farms just outside of big qjties use 
batteries rather than depend on their 
small local power plants that shut 
rnwn every time there is a thunder 
storm. 
There are scores of lesser jobs be- 


ing performed by storage batteries. 
Bell and buzzer ringing is one. Elec- 
trical time clock systems, fire and 
police alarm systems, railroad switch 
systems and block signals in many 
places call upon storage batteries for 
current. 
Recently a well known camera man- 


ufacturer developed a small moving 
picture camera for sale to the public. 
The Willard Company was called upon 
to furnish the battery to power the 
tiny electric motor that runs the film 
through the machine. The result was 
a pocket size, none-spillable storage 
battery, 'tvhich is a veritable midget 
compared to the giant house and train 
lighting batteries turned out by the 
same factory. 


Many other special 
batteries • for 


f-peclfic work are marie at the Willard 
factory. These include a twelve volt 
battery for "U. S. Navy, special bat- 
teries for other marine work, aviation, 
commercical electric trucks and simi- 
lar purposes.

en In spring by Robert M. Connelly 
city engineer, •with the help of sev" 
eral assistants.

method of sewage disposal whereby 
the sewage Is dumped Into the river, 
and is an advocate of the plan of 
treating sewage before permitting it 
to flow Into the river. 


While the survey has not connec-
